for the German Miniſter, but the Croud 


was ſuch, that it was not poſſible for him 
to come near; ſo he deſired me to pray with 
him in French, but I told him I could not 
venture to pray in that Language, but ſince

. Engliſh. I obſerved he had fome touches 


in his Mind, when I offered up that Peti- 
tion, That for the ſake of the Bliod of Chriſt, 
the innocent Blood (ſhed in that Place) might 
be forgiven ; and that the cry of the one for 
Mercy, might prevail over the cry of the 
other for Fuſtice. At theſe Words he look- 
ed up to Heaven, with the greateſt Senſe 
I had at any time obſerved in him. After 
I prayed, he faid nothing, but that he was 
now going to be happy with God; ſo L 
left him.

tors. It is certain, that never Man died 
with more Reſolution, and leſs Signs of 
Pear, or the leaſt Diſorder; his Carriage 
in the Cart, both as he was led along, and 
at the Place of Execution, was aſtoniſning.

_ cheerfully, and ſmiled oſten. When the 
Rope was put about his Neck, he did not 
change Colour or tremble 3 his Legs were 
firm under him: He looked often” about 
on - thoſe that ſtood. in the Balconies and 
Windows, and ſeemed, to fix his Eyes on 
ſome Per ſons: three or four 4imes. be ſmi- 
led: He would not cover his Face as the 
reſt did, but continued in that: ſtate, often 
looking up to Heaven, wich a cheerful- 
neſs in his Countenance, and a little moti- 
on of his Hands, After they had ſtood about 
a quarter of an hour at the Gibbet, they 
were asked when they would give the ſig- 
nal for their being turned off 3 they anſwer- 
ed, They were ready, and that the Cart 
might be driven away when it pleaſed the 
Sheriff.

and often wiſhed that from *im, all that 
ſtood might take beed left they fall. | 

He faid he had apply'd himſelf to the 
War, but in all the 23 ears in which 
he had been travelling up and down in the 


World, he had led a much more innocent 


Liſe, chan might be gueſſed from ſuch a 
concluſion of it. He had early a Senſe of 
the Fear of God before he came abroad in- 


to the World, which never left him quite, 
| till 
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till a few Days before that Fact; but was 
always ſuch a curb on him, that» he never 
fell into ſuch Sins as are too common a- 
mong thoſe that follow the War. 
Ile was ſo little guilty of Plunder or 
Oppreſſion in his Quarters, that he ſaid he 
was fure leſs than 20 Crowns would pay 
all that had ever been taken by him. He 
was never guilty of any Act either of 
Cruelty or Treachery, of Rapes or Blaſ- 
phemies 3 was never falſe at Play ; had ne- 
yer the cuſtom of Swearing, nor did he 
fail daily to pray to God. He had always 
a compaſſionate Nature. He was not a lit- 
tle lifted up with the Courage he had 
ſnow'd on many occaſions, and had been 
very ſenſible of all thoſe things which are 
called points of Honour, He was for ma- | 
ny Years a Papiſt, when he ſerved in Flaw- | 
ders, but he ſaid he was ne ver perfectly ſa- | 
tisfied in his own mind with that Religion, 
and deteſted the Idolatry that he ſaw ia it. 
But he was much corrupted with that Prin- 
ciple, which is too common in the World; 
that if a Man was honeſt and good, he 
might be ſaved in any Religion: And that 
ic, was fit to be of the Religion of the 
Country where one lived: Yet he ſaid he 
could never. look on Popery, but as be 


contrivance of Prieſts for governing the 
1 World. Abdut a Year before he Lad he 
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had changed his Religion, and returned to 


be of the Aurburg Confeſſion. That he 


came to England the laſt Summer; being 
then out of Employment, and thought to 
have got into the Guards, and grew ac- 


quainted with Captain Uratz. 


Dr. Horneck relates as follows: I now 
found in the Lieutenant a very great alte- 


ration, and ſaw ſeveral good Books; and 
the Bible among the reſt lying before him: 
That he was now readier to confeſs his 
Guilr than I ro exhort him to a free Con- 


feſſion. Several things he had faid to Dr. 


Burnet, he expreſſed now to me, adding, 


that ir was God's juſt Judgment upon him 


to let him fall thus, for when he conſented 
to engage with the Captain in that fatal 


Enterprize, he had not faid his Prayers, 


nor read in his beloved Book (Dilherens?s 
Way to Eternal Happineſs in a Month be- 


fore; which two things, if he had continued 


to do with that Devotion he uſed formerly, 
the Devil could not, and ſhould not have

He likewiſe ſaid, that for ſome Weeks 
before the Fact was done, he fell under a 
darkneſs and ſtupor in his mind, which he 
could compare to nothing but the ſenſe a 
Man has when he is half aſleep ; that be 
did however, continue to ſay his Prayers; 


but it was only as a Child repeats his Leſ-

But the Evidence was fo plain againſt 
them that the jury found them both guilty 
and they received Sentence to die accord- 
ingly, Being under Condemnation they 
remained for ſome T ime very obſtinate, de- 


nying their being concern'd in the Fact. 


When Death made his nearer Approach. 
es to them, they began to ſhew ſome 
tho' but ſmall Signs of Remorſe. The 
Ordinary ſays of Butler, that he having 
been an Old Offender, was grown fo 
hardned that he was no way ſenſible of 
that bloody Crime, or of any other Vice 
or Wickedneſs his Life had been ſpent in. 
He would not hearken to Exhortation, 
but rather hindred others in the Time of 
Devotion, and as he had lived wickedly, fo 
he ſeemed to approach Death impenitentlya 


Of John Jewfer he relates that he had 


once beer in a good Employment, lived 
in Credit. having kept a Coffee- Houſe 
near the Reynl. Excbange, but quitted it, and 
took to bad Company, that in the general 
he did acknowledge he had been a great 
dinner, but expreſſed but little Sorrow ſor 
his Sins, nor was concern'd about the 
Crime for which he was condemned.

rr RUS SIMON, a French» 
C 3) man, of the Pariſh of Stepney, 
was indicted for the Murder of 
Fame Mallive, his Fat her- in- 
law, the 12th of July, 1696. The Evi- 
dence depoſed that the Priſoner and the de- 
ceaſed: were going together to the French 
Church about 10 or 11 of the Clock in 
the Morning, and turning up Artillery: 
Lane, they perceived the Deceaſed to ftrug- 
gle with the Priſoner, and immediately 
he pulled a Musketoon out of his Be- 
ſom, and therewith. ſhot the Deceaſed 
into the Belly, and thro? the Liver, fo that 
his Guts came out, that then the Priſoner

85 38 Þ and try d at the Old-Baj 
the 9th of June, 1698, 


for High- Treaſon, for counterfeiting the 


current Coin of the Kingdom, - They 
were indicted alſo a ſecond time for Know- 
ingly hiding, concealing and keeping a 


Prefs for coining three Flasks, and ſeveral 


other Utenſils belonging to that Buſineſs of 
Coining, without any Authority from their 
Sovereign Lord the King. One Evidence 
depoſed, That he had known the Priſoners 
about 8 or 10 Months, and had lent them 
Money at ſeveral times to ſupply their Oc- 
caſions, part of which he had received from 


them in bad Money, allowing upon that 


about 5s. in the Pound: And that about 
5 Months before going up to Nathanie! 
Morgan the Priſoner's Garret, he found 


him making part of a Screw to a Coining- 


Mill, as he ſuppoſed, and ſome time after 
ſaw the Priſoners making Blanks; and at 
another time going into the Priſoners Cel- 


lar, he ſaw them both at work at the Mill,

Guinea, which he ſaid he had made himſelf, 
as he had done a great many more, beſides 
Piſtoles ; and that the Priſoners told him 
they could coin Money fo well, that no 
Goldſmith ſhould refuſe it; and faid they 
could tranſmute any ſort of Metal. 

He alſo depoſed, that at ſeveral Times 
he had taken o! the Priſoners about 100 /. 
in bad Money, which was very well done. 
Other Evidences depoſed, that upon ſearch- 
ing Nathaniel Morgan's Houſe, they 
found in the Garret and Upper Rooms, 
ſeveral Inſtruments for Coyning, and ſome 
Parts of the Mill in his Cellar, where there 
was a Place cut out for it to ſtand in, the 
Door of which was lock'd, but they had 
the Key from his Wife ; and that upon 
ſearching Thomas Morgan's Houſe, they 
found the reſt of the Utenſils lock'd up in 


a Trunk ; all which were produced in 


Court. * 
The Priſoners in their Defence pleaded, 
That Part of the Preſs belonged to an 
Apothecary, which he made Ul: of as a 
Block, bur that ſome additional Works 
hid been made to it fince they ſaw it, and 
that the reſt of the Utenſils had been ſent 
to their Houſe by a Perſon, to remain there 

till he called for them. t 
Nathaniel Morgan pleaded, That his 
Lodgers, and the reſt of his Family, 9 
| ce 
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free Acceſs to the Cellar 3 ſo that he ch 
not carry on that Practice without being 
diſcovered, not only by them, but by the 
adjoining Neighbours. . s. 
_ . Thomas Morgan pleaded, That he was 
in the Country at the Time of the Com- 
miſſion of the Fact which was charged 
upon him. They both called Abundance 
of Witneſs, who depoſed, they took them 
for very honeft Men; but this did not a- 
vail them, the Evidence being ſo plain againſt 
them, the Jury found them guilty of the 
Indictment. of 
While they lay under Condetnnation, 
they behaved themſelves very decently, 
and ſhew'd a great Sence of their Crimes 
and  Penitence for them. And of N.. 
thaniel Morgan the Ordinary gives this 
Character; That he was a Doctor of Phy* 
. ſick, and had ſtudied at Leiden, and had 
had good Practice in London, had conſide- 
rable Knowledge in the Principles of Re-

Being under Sentence-of Death, one 
of the Priſoners tells Mr. Lorrain the Ord 
nary, that Thomas Payne was a Papilt, and 
deſired to have ſome Inſtructions from him 
«that Afternoon in the Lodge; to whom he 
anſwered, he was willing to give any Satip 
faction he could, and would come. But as 
he ſaid, by the good Providence of GOD, 
he. ſtay'd behind a little longer than he 
deſign'd, and they expected; but when he 
came down, found the Priſoners all in an 
Uproar in the Lodge, where they offer 
Violence to the Officers about. them, and 
carried ſome of them into the . condemn'd 
Hold, where they kept them all Night, ſo 8 
that to repreſs the Mutiny, and make them 
governable, the Officers were forc'd to fire 
ſeveral times upon them, and one'of the 

Criminals were kill d. Thomas Pan fad, 
he was an Iriſhman, and a Roman C. 
tholick, and as he had lived, ſo he would 
die in that Religion. As ſoon as he was 
come to the Gallows, one brought him ſome 
certain Cloaths for him to put on; but he 
not being permitted to ſtrip and ſhift him 
ſelf in that Place, he mightily bemoaned 
himſelf that he was not at Liberty to put on 
Holy Garments before he died. He was ex.
